Maxwell  Beats  Rap 

Disturbing  the  peace 
charges  against  Enola  Max- 
well were  dropped  by  the  Dis- 
trict Attorney's  office  prior 
to  an  open  trial  court  date. 

Ms.  Maxwell,   Executive  Di- 
rector of  the  Potrero  Hill 
Neighborhood  House,   had  been 
cited  for   disturbing  the 
peace  during  the  course  of  a 
musical  concert  held  at  the 
Neighborhood  House  last 
April . 

The  complainant  had  asked 
for  a  court  hearing  which 
was  duly  set  for  July  1. 
The  District  Attorney's 
office,  however,  heard  the 
complaint  in  private  cham- 
bers,  then  dismissed  it. 

D.A.   Daniel  Weinstein  ad- 
vised both  parties  that 
there  should  be  friendly 
neighborly  ways  of  settling 
problems  instead  of  issuing 
complaints  -that  take  police 
and  court  time  away  from  re- 
gular criminal  matters. 


State  Assembly 
Outlaws  Rent  Control 


This  bill  was  actively  pro- 
moted by  a  group  called  the 
California  Housing  Council, 
which  has  offices  in  Los 
Angeles  and  San  Mateo.  The 
Council's  own  literature 
says  it  is  the  creation  of 
Apartment  owners  and  proper- 
ty management  companies  "de- 
dicated to  reducing  the 
threat  of  rent  control  in 
California  and  developing  a 
positive  program  to  ease  the 
housing  problem  faced  by  el- 
derly and  low  income  fami- 
lies.    San  Francisco  deve- 
loper Gerson  Bakar  of  the 
Northpoint  apartment/shop- 
ping complex  helped  found 
the  Council. 

With  the  Berkeley  ordi- 
nance invalidated  there  is 
no  rent  control  anywhere  in 
California.     Bay  Area  Assem- 
blymen who  voted  to  prohibit 
municipalities  from  enacting 
their  own  rent  control  ordi- 
nances include: 

John  Foran  and  Speaker  Leo 
McCarthy  from  San  Francisco, 
and  Louis  Pappan  from  Daly 
City,   all  of  whom  are  Demo-'---  x 
crats . 

Opposed  were  Democrats 
Willie  Brown,  Jr.,   San  Fran- 
cisco; John  Knox,  Richmond; 
Bill  Lockyer,  San  Leandro; 
Ken  Mead,  Oakland;   John  Vas- 
concellos,  San  Jose;  and 
Michael  Wornum,  Corte  Madera. 


A  bill  that  would  prohibit 
any  municipality  in  Californ- 
ia from  imposing  rent  con- 
trols has   quietly     passed  the 
State  Assembly.     The  mea- 
sure, A.B.   3788,  won  appro- 
val by  a  47  to  23  margin  at 
almost  exactly  the  same  time 
that  the  Supreme  Court  of 
California  ruled  Berkeley's 
rent  control  ordinance 
invalid. 

Although  the  court  struck 
down  the  Berkeley  ordinance, 
the  justices  noted  that  in 
itself  rent  control  is  not 
unconstitutional  and  is  with- 
in the  power  of  municipali- 
ties in  California.  A.B. 
3788  was  introduced  by  Wil- 
liam Campbell   (Rep. -Whittier) 
and  Julian  Dexon  (Dem.-Los 
Angeles)   and  if  passed  by 
the  Senate  and  signed  into 
.law,  the  measure  would  re- 
serve the  right  of  imposing 
rent  control  solely  on  the 
State  Legislature. 

Richard  Blumberg,  senior 
staff  attorney  at  the  Nation- 
al Housing  Law  Project  at  UC 
Berkeley,   said,    "To  me  this 
bill  is  a   license  for  rent 
gouging,   for  unlimited  in- 
creases of  rents  throughout 
the  state  because:  landlords 
will  know  that  no  matter  how 
much  increases  are,  local 
government  and  local  tenants 
organizations  will  be  unable 
to  respond  by  enacting  rent 
control. " 

Free  Legal  Aid  Available 

(Editor's  Note:     This  is  the  first  of  a  series  of  articles 
written  by  Kim  Morten  and  Kim  ben-Salahuddin ,   two  law  stu- 
dents who  will  be  working  in  the  community  this  summer,  free 
of  charge  to  Potrero  Hill  residents.) 

As  part  of  the  Community  Government's  comprehensive  pro- 
gram to  better  serve  the  Potrero  Hill  community,  we  are  two 
law  students  who  will  be  working  to  establish  a  viable  legal 
defense  center.     This  center  is  jointly  sponsored  by  the 
Potrero  Hill  Community  Government  and  San  Francisco  Public 
Defender's  Office.     We  work  under  the  direct  supervision  of 
Mr.  Fredrick  Smith,  Chief  Attorney  of  S.F.P.D.   to  provide 
legal  assistance  to  anyone  who  needs  it. 

As  black  law  students,  we  believe  that  the  City  has  an 
obligation  to  provide  expert  criminal  and  civil  legal  ser- 
vices to  the  community.     Although  this  pilot  project  speci- 
fically deals  with  criminal  matters,  we  will  also  provide  a 
referral  service  for  civil  complaints   (landlord,  tenant, 
consumer  complaints,  etc.). 

We  want  to  emphasize  that  this  is  a  pilot  program  that  can 
only  survive  if  the  community  uses  it.     With  your  support, 
this  summer  may  be  the  beginning  of  a  permanent  legal  aid 
center  in  the  Potrero  Hill  Community  with  full-time  staff 
attorneys  always  available  to  the  Potrero  Hill  public. 

You  don't  have  to  be  in  trouble  to  come  and  see  us.  If 
you're  interested  in  law  school  or  want  to  know  more  about 
the  law,   or  just  want  to  rap,   you're  welcome.     For  now, 
keep  in  mind  these  two  following  sound  pieces  of  advice, 
then  look  for  our  column  in  the  next  issues  of  the  POTRERO 
VIEW. 


1.  If  you  get  into  any  hassles 
with  the  law,  please  contact  our 
office  immediately.    Please  do 
not  rap  with  anyone  until  you  have 
talked  to  a  lawyer.

Now,   about  the  Stink  Prob- 
lem.    I  am  much  more  concern- 
ed about  the  horrible  fumes 
that  seem  to  be  emanating 
from  the  Glidden  Paint  Com- 
pany buildings  on  Seventh  St, 
just  off  Sixteenth.     My  the- 
ory is  that  these  fumes  are 
some  sort  of  chemical  which 
could  be  very  dangerous  to 
our  lungs.     When  th,e  wind  is 
in  the  right  direction  these 
fumes  pollute  the  air  even 
at  the  top  of  the  Hill.  I 
have  called  the  Bay  Area  Pol- 
lution Control  Board  and 
their  advice  is  to  "catch 
them  in  the  act"   ...   in  other 
words  keep  a  record  of  when 
the  fumes  are  worst,  etc. 
To  me  this  is  a  "cop  out"  on 
their  part.     I  feel  it  should 
be  the  responsibility  of  the 
BAPCB  to  check  such  fumes  to 
find  if  they  are  dangerous  to 
our  health.     Instead  they  put 
the  responsibility  for 
"proof"  on  the  tax  payer  who 
is  paying  BAPCB  for  such  ser- 
vices.    This  seems  to  be  the 
role  of  so  many  "public  ser- 
vice" agencies ...  just  siphon 
off  the  anger  of  tax  payers. 
I  feel  it  will  take  a  lot  of 
pressure  from  tax  payers  to 
get  any  action. 

Once  when  I  reported  these 


fumes  to  the  authorities  (I 
had  thought  there  must  be  a 
leak  in  a  gas  main,  they 
were  so  strong)    I  was  told 
that  they  were  coming  from 
the  oil  refineries  in  Marti- 
nez...not  so,   just  drive  by 
Glidden  Paint  any  morning! 
Perhaps  this  misinformation 
might  be  the  reason  people 
have  not  become  alarmed  and 
done  something  about  the 
fumes . 

Perhaps,   as  I  suggested  be- 
fore,  pressure  from  the  pub- 
lic in  this  area  might  be 
able  to  get  some  action  to 
clear  up  our  breathing  air. 
I  suspect  that  if  we  would 
call  Glidden-Durkee  Division 
of  SCM  Corporation,  Coatings 
&  Resins  Group,   Plant  and 
Ofc,   1000  -  16th  St.,  Phone 
621-0200,  we  will  find  the 
culprit   (listing  is  from  the 
telephone  directory^ .  Per- 
haps if  we  call  them  and  ask 
them  to  identify  the  fumes 
coming  from  their  plant,  or 
write  letters,   it  might  help. 
If  not,   then  the  next  step 
would  be  the  Media,  Congress- 
men,  Senators,   the  Mayor, 
Board  of  Supervisors  and  the 
Bay  Area  Pollution  Control 
Board. 

If  you  are  as  concerned 
about  this  menace  to  our 
health  as  I  am,   let's  do 
something!     Call  or  write 
today .

American  Political  Cartoon 
Humor 

"The  Image  of  America  in  Caricature  and  Cartoon,"  a  bicen- 
tennial exhibition  illustrating  200  years  of  the  American 
experience  by  some  of  the  nation's  best  political  cartoon- 
ists,  opens  a  two-month  showing  in  the  Bay  Area  at  the  Ca- 
lifornia Historical  Society.

Water  Conservation 

It's  important  to  emphasize  water  conservation  with  all 
gardens  in  this  drought  year.     By  practicing  water  conser- 
vation,  you  can  still  have  a  lush  garden  without  wasting 
water. 

When  starting  your  garden  from  seed  it's  a  good  idea  to 
soak  your  seeds  in  a  small  glass  of  water  the  night  before 
planting.     This  cup  of  water  will  save  many  days  of  running 
the  sprinkler  to  allow  the  seed  a  moist  environment  to 
germinate. 

Mulching  is  an  important  means  of  conserving  water.  It 
allows  your  plants  the  best  opportunity  to  utilize  the  mois- 
ture.    Many  materials  can  be  used  for  mulching,   such  as 
grass  clippings,   hay  or  straw,   shredded  leaves,   pine  need- 
les,  peat  moss,   cocoa  bean  hulls,   rice  hulls  or  nut  shells, 
wood  chips  or  small  stones.     A  combination  of  these  mater- 
ials with  rotted  manure  is  a  great  mulch.     Mulch  can  be 
very  attractive  around  flower  beds  because  it  creates  a 
beautiful  color  contrast  especially  when  using  wood  chips, 
rice  hulls  or  small  stones  as  your  mulch.     The  mulch  laid 
around  the  base  of  plants  and  the  soil  surface  will  retain 
moisture  much  longer  than  bare  soil. 

The  use  of  "grey  water"    (dish  or  bath  water)   is  not  only 
a  saving  of  water  cost  but  contains  soap  phosphates  that  are 
a  nutrient  for  plants.     This  applies  to  water  with  biode- 
gradable soaps  only. 

The  time  of  day  you  water  is  also  an  opportunity  to  save 
water.     Heat- loving  plants  like  tomatoes  and  squash  (zucchi- 
ni)  don't  like  water  in  mid-day  or  on  their  leaves.  This 
causes  the  white  powdery  mildew  on  the  leaves  of  zucchini 
and  squash  in  general.     The  best  approach  is  watering  just 
before  sundown.     By  soaking  plants  at  the  base  onto  a  thick 
mulch,   the  plants  have  all  night  to  utilize  the  moisture 
and  there  is  less  evaporation  by  day.     Lawns  should  also 
be  watered  just  before  sundown  to  prevent  water  evaporation. 

July  is  the  month  to  know  that  it  is  not  too  lace  to  plant 
a  variety  of  flowers  and  vegetables  —  and  you'll  be  able 
to  harvest  them  during  Indian  summer.     Many  heat-loving  an- 
nuals such  as  marigolds,   comos,   zinnias,  alyscum  and  the 
perennial  sweet  william,   will  all  allow  some  fall  bloom. 

The  planting  of  warm  weather  vegetables  now  will  give  you 
plenty  of  time  for  a  big  autumn  harvest.     Such  vegetables 
as  pole  and  bush  beans,   squash,   sunflowers  and  even  cherry 
tomatoes  will  do  fine. 

August  is  the  month  to  continue  mulching  and  preparing 
soil  for  the  end  of  the  month  when  the  winter  vegetables 
(snow  peas,   spinach,   leaf  lettuce,  collards  and  kale)  can 
be  planted.  ,      _  ,

Would  you  like  a  job?     How  about  a  free  lawyer?     Want  to 
help  plan  the  development  of  Potrero  Hill?     If  that's  the 
case,   there  are  some  people  you  should  visit  at  991-A  Wis- 
consin St.,   the  office  of  the  Potrero  Hill  Community 
Government . 

One  of  the  founders  of  this  organization  is  Jim  Queen,  a 
dynamic  man  with  far-reaching  thoughts.     Over  the  years 
Jim  has  watched  San  Francisco  change;   he's  seen  neighbor- 
hoods redeveloped  or  destroyed  as  in  the  case  of  the  Fill- 
more District  which  now  resembles  a  bombsite.  Redevelopment 
as  a  word  sounds  good.     What  it  often  means,   in     fact,  is 
that  long-time  residents  of  an  area  are  paid  small  amounts 
of  cash  for  their  homes  which  are  then  torn  down  for  new  and 
expensive  buildings  out  of  the  price  range  of  the  original 
residents . 

Jump  the  Gun  on  Destruction 

The  goal  of  the  Potrero  Hill  Community  Government  is  to 
jump  the  gun  on  this  destructive  type  of  development  and 
make  future  plans  for  the  Hill  meet  the  needs  of  the  resi- 
dents rather  than  profit  quotas  of  outside  development  corp- 
orations.    "It's  a  hard  battle,"  said  Jim.       "A  developer 
offers  cold,   hard  cash  and  what  we  offer  is  a  philosophy. 
When  you're  poor  —  and  the  easiest  communities  for  deve- 
lopers to  destroy  are  poor  areas  —  it's  hard  to  turn  down 
money  even  though  you  know  it's  less  than  what  your  home  is 
worth.  " 

"We've  got  to  realize  we  can  do  the  planning  by^  ourselves 
and  for  ourselves.     A  group  of  us  set  out  to  get  a  medical 
clinic  and  child  care  on  Potrero  Hill  and  got  it,"  Jim 
pointed  out.     "Now  we  can  do  the  same  for  housing  and  trans- 
portation.    We  can  start  businesses  on  the  Hill  that  pro- 
vide jobs  and  run  them  cooperatively." 

"None  of  us  in  the  Potrero  Hill  Community  Government  are 
interested  in  getting  rich  off  these  projects  and  our  By- 
laws are  set  up  so  that  no  individual  can  profit.     What  we 
are  interested  in  is  seeing  as  many  residents  as  possible 
joining  together  —  now  --  while  there  is  still  time  to  plan 
the  development  of  Potrero  Hill.     We've  learned  from  the 
Western  Addition  that  it's  a  hell  of  a  lot  harder  to  fight 
for  the  preservation  of  a  neighborhood  after  the  developers 
have  moved  in  and  started  their  bidding." 

Jobs  and  Training 

Saud  Shabazz  is  another  man  involved  in  the  Neighborhood 
r,a»,ernment  whose  main  work  at  this  time  is  finding  employ- 
ment for  people  who  want  a  job.  If  you  need  more  training 
to  do  the  kind  of  work  you  want,  he'll  help  you  get  that 
too.  "Give  a  person  a  chance,"  Saud  said,  "and  you'll  un- 
cover great  talent  that  is  going  to  be  lost  unless  some 
new  doors  are  opened." 

Jobs,   housing,   health  and  many  more  needs  that  haven't 
been  touched  upon,   such  as  food  and  shopping  facilities,  all 
add  up  to  community  needs/community  government.     The  office 
at  991-A  Wisconsin  provides  some  concrete  services  for  the 
community  right  now.     For  example,   Hank  Jones  and  John  Knox 
are  working  with  Shabazz  on  job  development.     Oney  Harper 
is  arranging  for  a  bus  shelter  in  front  of  the  clinic  and 
two  law  students  are  on  hand  daily  for  legal  advice.  More 
importantly,   the  Community  Government  is  made  up  of  people 
with  grand  ideas  in  their  heads  and  their  feet  on  the 
ground.     Their  plans  sound  exciting  and  realistic. 

A  community  wide  meeting  is  scheduled  by  the  Community 
Government  group  for  all  interested  parties  and  agencies  to 
be  held  on  Thurs.,   July  29,   1  PM  at  the  Potrero  Hill  Neigh- 
borhood House,   9  53  DeHaro  St.     All  are  welcome  to  attend. 


PUBLIC  SCHOOLS  FOR  THE  PUBLIC 


Community  use  of  addition- 
al public  schools  during 
afterschool  hours  has  been 
requested  by  SPEAK,  a  major 
community  organization  which 
helped  start  the  City's  only 
existing  community  education 
center  at  the  Giannini  Jr. 
High  School  in  the  Sunset 
district.     The  center  is  a 
pilot  application  of  the 
"community  education"  concept 
here  in  San  Francisco. 

Begun  in  Sept.,   1974,  the 
Sunset  Community  Education 
Center  has  grown  into  a  pro- 
gram involving  1,200  area  re- 
sidents in  afterschool  acti- 
vities and  programs  which  in- 
clude a  community  garden, 
summer  camps  and  a  4-H  club. 

SPEAK  is  now  requesting  the 
school  district  to  especially 
consider  expansion  of  the 
community  education  idea  to 
other  junior  highs  in  San 
Francisco,   but  only  when 
neighborhoods  support  the 
idea.     "If  taxpayers  can  use 
the  school  buildings  they 


pay  for,   and  don't  see  them 
standing  idle  during  eve- 
nings, weekends,   and  vacation 
periods,  we  might  really  see 
a  reversal  in  some  current 
attitudes  toward  our  public 
schools,"  remarked  SPEAK 
president  David  C.  Rohrer. 

Rohrer  noted  that  SPEAK 
recently  published  a  parents' 
guide  to  the  City's  eighteen 
public  junior  high  schools. 
These  schools,   he  feels, 
are  especially  appropriate 
for  a  community  education 
due  to  the  range  of  their 
facilities  and  their  disper- 
sion among  neighborhoods 
throughout  the  City.  "This 
is  not  to  rule  out  using 
smaller  elementary  schools 
or  larger  senior  highs," 
Rohrer  noted,   "but  experience 
at  Giannini  Jr.   High  indi- 
cates it  has  just  about  the 
right  amount  of  space  and 
serves  a  large  enough  com- 
munity to  maximize  its 
efficiency. " 

Rohrer  was  quick  to  note 


JUVENILE  RIGHTS? 


Bruce  C.  ,  a  S.  F.  high  school 
sophomore,  was  caught  in  the 
middle  of  an  argument  between 
two  of  his  friends.     Knives  were 
pulled  and  blows  exchanged. 
Bruce  did  not  take  part  in  the 
fight,  yet  he  was  suspended  from 
school  for  five  days.    The  charges 
against  Bruce  were  never  explai- 
ned to  him  and  he  felt  that  there 
was  no  way  he  could  fight  the 
suspension. 

Barbara  A.  accidentally  bumped 
into  another  student  in  the  hall. 
They  exchanged  some  angry  words, 
but  after  a  few  minutes  each  stu- 
dent continued  on  her  own  way. 
An  hour  later  Barbara  found  her- 
self in  the  principal's  office.  A 
teacher  who  had  susposedly  wit- 
nessed the  incident  had  reported 
Barbara  for  hassling  and  attempt- 
ing to  rob  the  other  student.  Bar- 
bara was  not  given  a  chance  to 
answer  the  charges.    Nor  was  she 
given  an  opportunity  to  confront 
her  accuser.    Instead,  the  prin- 
cipal sent  her  home,  suspending 
her  lor  five  days. 

These  two  hypothetical  suspen  - 
sions  seem  unfair.    There  is  some 
thing  Barbara  and  Bruce  could 
have  done,  however.  According 
to  the  U.S.  Supreme  Court,  in 
almost  all  circumstances,  a  stu- 
dent must  be  given  notice  of  the 
charges  against  him  and  a  chance 
to  tell  his  side  of  the  story  before 
being  suspended  from  school"! 
Goss  V.  Lopez,  419  U.S.  565 
(1975).      Barbara  and  Bruce  could 
have  challenged  their  suspensions 
because  they  were  not  given  notice 
of  the  charges  and  an  informal 
hearing. 

If  you  would  like  to  see  such  un  - 
just  suspensions  eliminated,  there 
is  something  you  can  do.    If  you 
•have  been  suspended  within  the 
last  two  years  or  if  you  have  any 
comments  on  school  suspension

specifying  particular  schools 
as  potential  sites  for  com- 
munity education  centers. 
"It's  up  to  each  neighbor- 
hood in  San  Francisco  to  work 
through  local  organizations 
in  order  to  decide  whether 
such  a  center  is  needed  in 
their  own  community.  Each 
center  has  its  own  local 
steering  committee  who  de- 
termine the  particular  needs 
of  both  adults  and  youth 
living  near  the  school," 
Rohrer  added. 


Park  Queries  Public 


Should  public  transporta- 
tion be  provided  to  the  Gol- 
den Gate  National  Recreation 
Area  and  to  Point  Reyes  Na- 
tional Seashore?     How  much 
will  it  cost?     Should  limi- 
tations be  set  on  the  number 
of  visitors  who  come  by  car? 
Should  some  park  areas  be 
closed  to  cars? 

There  are  a  few  of  the  is- 
sues that  will  be  heard  by 
the  Board  of  Control  of  the 
Golden  Gate  Recreational 
Travel  Study  at  three  Public 
Hearing  to  be  held  in  San 
Francisco  and  Marin  County 
in  July. 

John  Molinari  of  the  San 
Francisco  Board  of  Supervi-

Chjldcare  Clears  Senate 


A  $10  million  bill  to  pro- 
vide additional  and  innova- 
tive programs  for  child 
care  in  the  State  of  Cali- 
fornia cleared  the  Senate 
Education  Committee  in  ear- 
ly June. 

AB-3059  by  Assemblyman 
John  F.   Foran  (Dem.-S.F.) 
would  add  new  provisions  to 
the  law  providing  for  the 
establishment  and  funding 
of  alternative  child  care 
programs  in  the  State  of 
California.     This  bill  will 
insure  that  a  broad  range  of 
services  is  available  to  max- 
imize the  opportunity  for 
parental  choice.  AB-305E" 
will  test  cost-reducing  fea- 
tures and  delivery  methods  in 


different  kinds  of  child  care 
facilities,   such  as  family 
day  care  homes,  group  center 
child  care,   and  resource  and 
referral  services. 

"The  highest  priority  for 
child  care  services  will  be 
given  to  single  working  par- 
end  families  with  the  lowest 
income,"  Foran  said.  "The 
long  term  cost  saving  bene- 
fits of  this  measure  will  al- 
low people  to  begin  and  main- 
tain employment.     By  re-eval- 
uating the  entire  child  care 
system  in  the  State,  we  hope 
to  bring  costs  down  and  in- 
crease the  number  of  single 
working  parents  of  low  in- 
come eligible  for  child  care 
services . "

Health  Maintenance 

I  had  thought  originally  to  begin  this  article  with  the 
following  quote  as  a  description  of  what  it  means  to  keep 
oneself  healthy: 

Hunpty  Dumpty  sat  on  a  wall 
Humpty  Dumpty  had  a  great  fall 
All  the  King's  horses 
And  all  the  King's  men 

Couldn't  put  Humpty  Dumpty  together  again. 

But  I  decided  not  to  start  the  article  that  way  because  I 
figured  people  already  know  that  when  they  put  themselves  in 
risky  situations  they  have  to  be  careful  to  keep  from  get- 
ting hurt. 

Health  maintanance  used  to  be  called  preventive  medicine. 
"An  ounce  of  prevention  is  worth  a  pound  of  cure."     I  guess 
we'll  have  to  change  that  to  "grams"  and  "kilograms,"  but 
the  idea  is  the  same. 

Many  articles  have  been  written  recently  in  medical  liter- 
ature concerning  health  maintenance.     Periodic  examination 
is  valuable,   especially  as  people  get  older.     A  yearly 
check-up  is  advised  for  folks  over  45-50  years  of  age. 
Every  3-5  years  is  recommended  for  people  under  40.  Women 
should  have  a  pelvic  exam  every  year  to  check  for  early 
signs  of  cancer.      (Many,  many  women  have  been  cured  of  can- 
cer of  the  uterus  -  womb  -  because  their  yearly  test  found 
the  cancer  very  early.     Many  lives  have  been  saved.)  All 
women  should  know  how  to  examine  their  own  breasts. 

People  over  4  5  are  advised  to  have  an  electrocardiogram 
(EKG)    to  check  the  electrical  activity  of  their  heart.  And 
they  are  advised  to  have  a  chest  x-ray. 

The  periodic  examination  consists  of  a  medical  history,  a 
physical  examination,   and  a  routine  group  of  lab  tests 
(blood  tests,   urine  examination,  TB  skin  test,  vision  and 
hearing  test,  breathing  capacity,   vaccination  check,  EKG, 
chest  x-ray,   check  of  stool  for  blood,   dental  check,  eye 
pressure  for  glaucoma  and  a  check  for  V.D.).     The  big  con- 
troversy regarding  periodic  health  examination  is  that  it 
costs  so  much  and  most  people  are  healthy  when  they  walk  in 
the  door.     That  means  it  is  very  expensive  to  find  a  single 
abnormality.     I  think  it  is  worth  it,   but  explaining  how 
and  why  involves  a  whole  another  discussion.     Maybe  I'll  do 
that  in  another  article. 

I  have  come  to  believe,   however,   that  doctors  and  nurses 
have  little  to  do  with  keeping  people  healthy.     What  I  mean 
is  that  if  a  person  doesn't  take  care  of  himself  or  herself, 
there  is  very  little  a  health  professional  can  do  about  it. 
For  me,   this  is  the  most  frustrating  part  of  being  a  doctor. 
But  it  is  a  fact  of  life.     People  pretty  much  know  that  they 
are  doing  and  understand  the  consequences.     It  is  tough  to 
change  old  habits.      (Do  you  want  to?) 


Door  to  Door  Survey

Center  staff  members  will  be  conducting  a  door-to-door  sur- 
vey on  the  Hill.     Two  Family  Health  workers,  one  L.V.N, 
and  Potrero  Hill  Health  Center's  nurse  coordinator  will  poll 
500  households  throughout  the  summer.     Residents  will  be 
asked  to  respond  to  a  very  short  questionnaire  designed  to 
find  out  if  people  know  about  our  clinic,   if  they  use  it, 
and  how  they  view  its  role  in  the  community. 

\Hopefully,   this  first  contact  between  the  Potrero  Hill 
Health  Center  and  the  community  will  be  just  the  beginning 
of  a  long  and  happy  interaction.     The  Potrero  Hill  Health 
Center  is  designed  to  meet  community  needs  and  we  want  to 
learn  from  the  people  how  best  to  serve  them. 

We  are  particularly  interested  in  the  whole  area  of  pre- 
ventive medicine  and  health  education.     The  poll  this  sum- 
mer should  give  us  some  guidelines  so  that  we  can  offer  the 
community  the  health  education  and  maintenance  classes  it 
wants  most. 

These  classes  will  begin  in  the  fall  and  will  be  open  to 
all  interested  people.     Watch  this  column  for  further  de- 
tails,  and  feel  free  to  write  the  clinic  if  you  have  any
